Sister  Felice  to  Attend  Institute  in  Ireland 


Sister  M.  Felice  Helmes,  C.S.J. , will  attend 
the  Tenth  International  Yeats  Summer  School 
in  Sligo,  Ireland,  August  8 - September  8. 
The  School,  under  the  Patron  Padraic  Colum, 
is  a living  memorial  to  William  Butler  Yeats 
and  provides  lectures,  seminars,  discussions 
and  performances  of  Yeats’  plays. 

The  director  of  the  school  is  A.  Norman 
Jeffares,  Ph.D.,  author  of  several  books  on 
Yeats  and  currently  professor  of  English  at 
the  University  of  Leeds.  Eighteen  professors 
from  outstanding  universities  in  Ireland, 
England,  the  continent,  and  America  will  lec- 
ture and  lead  the  seminars.  Among  the  num- 
ber are  such  outstanding  Yeats  scholars  as 
C.  Day-Lewis,  who  was  Charles  EliotNorton 
Professor  of  Poetry  at  Harvard  in  1965; 


Brendan  Kennelly,  fellow  of  Trinity  College, 
Dublin,  who  has  published  ten  volumes  of  his 
own  poetry  and  is  currently  editing  THE  PEN- 
GUIN BOOK  OF  IRISH  POETRY;  and  Jan 
Stallworthy,  winner  of  the  Newdigate  Prize 
in  1958  and  whose  book  entitled  VISION  AND 
REVISION  IN  YEATS’  LAST  POEMS  was 
published  this  year. 

In  addition  to  attending  the  Yeats  School, 
Sister  Felice  will  study  Irish  Theatre  in  gen- 
eral and  attend  performances  of  the  Abbey 
Players  in  Dublin.  Also  various  excursions  to 
places  in  Ireland  connected  with  the  life  and 
work  of  Yeats  will  be  visited.  One  such  place 
is  Ballyles  in  Coole  Park,  the  site  of  Lady 
Gregory’s  home,  where  Yeats  wrote  many  of 
his  famous  poems. 


TV  and  Radio  Institute  Attracts  Nation 


The  First  National  Catholic  Communica- 
tions Institute  on  television  and  radio  was  held 
in  New  Orleans  from  June  8 to  July  18.  Sister 
Martha  Mary  McGaw,  Director  of  Public  Re- 
lations at  Avila,  was  one  of  the  sixty  partici- 
pants in  this  institute  which  attracted  diocesan 
communications  directors  from  all  parts  of 
the  United  States  and  abroad. 

The  institute  was  co-sponsored  by  the 
National  Catholic  Conference  and  Loyola 
University.  The  Reverend  Raymond  Bluett 
from  the  NCC  New  York  office,  and  Allan 
Jacobs,  Director  of  the  Department  of  Com- 
munications at  Loyola  were  co-directors. 

“Sponsoring  this  institute  was  one  of  the 
best  moves  the  Church  in  the  United  States 
has  ever  made,  it  seems  to  me,’’  Sister 
Martha  Mary  said.  “Television  and  radio  are 
the  media  people  are  using.  All  one  has  to  do 
is  think  of  the  recent  moon  watchers  to  know 
that  we  are  becoming  a looking  and  listening 
people.  If  we  want  to  communicate  Christ’s 
message,  we  need  to  go  where  the  audience  is. 
And  we  need  to  know  how  to  talk  to  each  other. 
We  began  to  learn  how  to  do  this. 

“All  the  national  networks  sent  down  their 
top  executives  to  talk  to  us.  We  heard  Donald 
Durgin,  President  of  NBC;  Norman  Cash, 
President  of  Television  Bureau  of  Advertis- 
ing; Miles  David,  President  of  Radio  Bureau 
of  Advertising;  John  Cannon,  NBC  Monitor 


Interviewer  and  Announcer.  Joseph  E.  Levine, 
President  of  AVCO-Embassy  Pictures,  sent 
us  four  of  his  films  to  view  before  he  came 
himself.  CBS  and  ABC  were  well  represented 
too. 

“The  cooperation  of  the  New  Orleans  tele- 
vision stations  was  complete.  The  executives 
talked  to  us  and  then  they  made  their  facilities 
available  to  us  for  programming  and  studio 
work. 

“The  Loyola  radio  station  became  an  in- 
stitute project  while  we  were  there.  For  the 
first  time,  I was  a D.J.  I must  admit  that  I 
was  scared  to  death  the  first  time  I chatted 
with  my  listeners  about  the  top  40  records  I 
was  playing.  After  that  it  was  fun. 

“Father  John  Weiss  from  Kansas  City  and 
Father  Harry  Schlitt  from  Springfield  were 
the  only  other  Missourians  at  the  institute,  j 
Father  Harry  left  for  Rome  afterwards  to 
film  a documentary  for  his  local  station. 

“One  of  our  most  loved  instructors  was 
Father  Agnellus  Andrew,  OFM,  who  has  been 
with  the  British  Broadcasting  Company  for 
twenty  years  and  is  now  president  of  UNDA. 
He  put  his  experience  and  his  skills  com- 
pletely at  our  disposal,  making  a special  trip 
from  London  to  do  this. 

“Plans  for  another  institute  in  1970  are  in 
the  making.  I strongly  recommend  it  for  all 
communications  people.”
